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MIKE DOUGLAS SHOW SCHEDULE

when the five 90-minute shows taped last 
week here at Walt Disney World will be 
broadcast. EYES & EARS talked with 
WDBO-TV (channel 6 in Orlando) and 
found that the shows will be telecast 
Monday, February 23, through Friday, 
February 27, from 9 am to 10:30 am. 
WDBO-TV normally carries only the first 
60 minutes of the Mike Douglas Show, 
however, they will be broadcasting all 90 


minutes of the five shows taped at Walt 
Disney World. 

So you work those days in the morning 
and want to see the programs? Don’t 
worry, arrangements are being made to 
keep video tape copies of all five shows 
which can be re-broadcast into the 
employee cafeterias at a later date. EYES 
& EARS will carry a schedule of when and 
where. 





MONORAILS BREAK 2 MILLION MILE MARK 


On January 9, the combined accumulative 
mileage our 10 Walt Disney World monorails 
have traveled neared two and a half million 
miles, when they registered 2,442,000 miles on 
their support beams. Another way to look at 
this is that the monorails together have traveled 
far enough to make five round-trips to the 
moon and back. . . a distance of 238,857 bet- 
ween here and there! 

Our monorails have changed somewhat over 
the past four years, so we thought we'd take a 
minute to look at them. In the past, all 10 trains 
had five cars in them. But this past fall, we 
added a sixth car to all of the express trains, 








bringing their capacity up from 212 to 252 
guests. These express trains travel the outer 
beam and make the 2and *% miles trip in only 11 
minutes. The five trains with six cars include 
Monorails Black, Purple, Pink, Yellow and 
Silver. 

The monorail with the most accumulative 
mileage since opening is Monorail Orange with 
239,529 (almost to the moon!) and the least ac- 
cumulative mileage is Monorail Black with 
158,948 miles. However, Monorail Silver had 
the most mileage put on it in one month whenit 
registered 6,393 miles. 








FIRST EMPLOYEE HERE 
10 YEARS 


Walt Disney World’s first Orlando 
employee, Julia Switlick, celebrated her 
tenth anniversary here February 1st. Julia 
is presently a Personnel Assistant in 
charge of personnel records for Lake 
Buena Vista Communities and the Village. 
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EYES & EARS asked her to recount 
what it was like a decade ago at Walt Dis- 
ney World and what brought her here. 
Julia told us that she was hired on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1966 as a Legal Secretary to Phil 
Smith (presently Vice President - Legal), 
who had come from the Miami area to set 
up Walt Disney World on paper, so to 
speak. Phil and Julia were the only 
employees in the Orlando office, which 
was located in the Metcalf Building, for 
about the first three years, as General Pot- 
ter and others working on the “Florida 
Project” were based in California . . . and 
flew to Florida only occasionally. 

Julia has many memories of “the way to 
was,” but three in particular stand out; 
when she met Walt Disney on his last trip 
to Orlando, when she flew over the prop- 
erty before any construction had begun, 
and when she rode across Bay Lake in a 
jeep during the time the lake was drained 
for cleaning. 

In addition to her duties as Legal Sec- 
retary to Phil, Julia served as District Clerk 
for Reedy Creek Improvement District 
and as City Clerk for both the City of Bay 
Lake and City of Lake Buena Vista for the 
first three years of their existance. Later, 
she was Executive Secretary and Office 
Manager for Lake Buena Vista Com- 
munities for three years while the four 
Plaza hotels were being built.

WATCH OUT FOR

“Hey, buddy. . . wanna buy a watch. . . I'll 
sell it cheap.” Does that phrase conjure up vis- 
ions of a sharpie with weasle eyes and twenty 
watches strapped up his arm? It may have in 
the old days, but not any longer . . . because 


with the influx of tourists in the Central Florida 
area comes a flock of modern-looking confi- 
dence men out to con you. 





And they are carrying all sorts of merchan- 
dise, from “a $250 watch I'll let go for $50 just to 
you because you have an honest face” to an 
“‘expersive diamond ring” that any good 
jeweler will tell you is nothing but cut glass. So 
if you are approached by anyone on the street 
offering you a bargain that sounds too good to 
be true, then just ask him to escort you to the 
nearest jewelry store for an appraisal of the 
watch, ring, neckless or whatever the item may 
be ... and watch how quick he will excuse 
himself to the bathroom. Remember, anyone 


with nothing to hide will not mind verifying 
the worth of their merchandise. 

We thought this might also be a good time 
to restate our revised Company policy on 
solicitations. It states that: 

“Unauthorized sales, solicitations or collect- 
ing of contributions on the premises of Walt 
Disney World for any purpose whatsoever dur- 
ing working time will not be permitted. In addi- 
tion, the unauthorized distribution or posting 
of literature, written or printed aeaii a pro- 
hibited. 

“Permission for authorized sales, solicita- 
tions or distribution of printed material during 
working time and in working areas of the Com- 
pany must be obtained from the Disney World 
Operating Committee. 

Violation of any of the above shall be grounds 
for disciplinary actiort, not excluding termi- 
nation. 

“The only exception to these guidelines is the 
annual United Fund Campaign.” 

We talked with Greg Weeks, Manger of Sec- 
urity, about the policy regarding anyone solicit- 
ing on Walt Disney World property. He said, 
“No soliciting of any sort is allowed on our 
property. If anyone should approach you, you 
should ask for some personal identification and 
call Security.” Greg added that “We need to be 
told about it as soon as it happens, not a week 
later.” 

So if you have any questions regarding what 
actually constitutes soliciting, check with Sec- 
urity. And out there in your own neighbor- 
hoods, watch out for those fast-talkers, because 
you may get more than just a good deal. . . like 
a worthless watch!

LAKE BUENA VISTA NEWS

Work is progressing on the clearing of the 
island in Buena Vista Lagoon just out from the 
Village, with completion set for April. Con- 
struction will then begin on the riverboat 
restaurant to be located there. 

(Editor’s Note - The following is an excerpt 
from the November 21, 1975 issue of WORLD- 
GRAM describing the riverboat project) 

“The major element of Phase II develop- 
ment in Lake Buena Vista will be the con- 
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struction of the riverboat. . . a dining, lounge 
and entertainment complex to be built on the 
Buena Vista Lagoon. 

“Blueprints from several turn-of-the-century 
riverboats have been obtained to assist in 
design concepts and keep as much authenticity 
in our riverboat as possible. 

“The exterior will be heavily decorated in 
mahogany and brass. The stern paddle will 
turn as an additional show factor for guests 
strolling on the decks and dining in the 
restaurants.

“At the bow of the main deck is a show bar. 
Decor will be turn-of-the-century, Bourbon 
Street-style with a mahogany bar, wood 
planked floors and stained glass. 

“At the stern of the main deck will be a 
steakhouse restaurant. It will carry the same 
turn-of-the-century decor with a dominance of 
mahogany, burgundy colors and leaded glass 

. . and offer the guests a view of the paddle- 
wheel and the lagoon. 

“The second (or “promenade”’) deck will 
feature a seafood restaurant at the bow and an 
elegant gourmet restaurant at the stern. 
Decorated in Louis XV motif, the gourmet 
restaurant will contain a raised dome ceiling 
with a large chandelier, etched glass panels 
between banquettes (booths), silk or damask 
wall coverings, sculpted wall moldings and 
details of off-white and gold. There will also 
be an exclusive entry to this dining room from 
the dock via a gangplank. 

“On the third or “Texas” deck is a dining 
area suitable for banquets and private parties 
and a lounge. 

“Other elements of the boat include two 
waiting lounges and the ‘quiet lounge’ ... 
an intimate cocktail area.” 

Once construction is begun on the riverboat 
in April or early March, it will take approxi- 
mately 18 months to complete. 

Other news in Lake Buena Vista includes the 
Captain’s Tower in the Village becoming a 
Valentine’s Tree on Saturday and Sunday, 
February 7 & 8 and again on February 13 & 14. 
Valentine’s merchandise from the Candy 
Shoppe, 2 R’s, Flower Garden and the 
Signature Shop will decorate the area ... 
making it just the place to shop for that 
special person on Valentine’s Day. 

And Dr. Laurence J. Peter, renowned author 
of “The Peter Principle” and “The Peter Pre- 
scription,” will be autographing his new book 
at 2 R’s on Friday and Saturday, February 
13 & 14, from 2 to 5 p.m. In his newest 
book, “The Peter Plan,” Dr. Peter uses his 
technique of satire to explain how to avoid 
falling prey to the Peter Principle and outlines 
his anti-incompetence systems.

FORT WILDERNESS?

Here at Fort Wilderness, progress is all 
around us. . . but you’d never be able to 
tell by all the trees that are standing. 

Of course, River Country is changing a 
large part of the campgrounds. This new 
water oriented attraction. . . a very major 
attraction ... will be located behind 
Pioneer Hall where the Tri-Circle-D 
Ranch was located. 

But River Country is not the only new 
construction going on: Near River Coun- 
try is our campground expansion project, 











“It must be something in the water over here,” said 
one of their co-workers in the Lake Buena Vista 
Preview Center this week, when both Barbara Crib- 
ley and Jack Snell showed up on crutches. It seems 
that Barbara, who works iri the LBV Training Office, 
pulled all the ligaments in her foot on Monday play- 
ing tennis at the Buena Vista Club courts . . . and 
Jack, Operations Supervisor for LBV, pulled all the 
ligaments in his knee on Tuesday playing basketball 
for the LBV team. Guess it’s a good thing the Pre- 
view Center is located right down the street from 
Orange Vista Hospital! 


where 114 new campsites are being built. 
Scheduled for guest occupancy this sum- 
mer, the new campsites will increase Fort 
Wilderness’ camping capacity to 825 indi- 
vidual sites. At completion, 755 of the sites 
will have hook-ups for water, sewage and 
electricty, while 70 will be reserved for 
tent camping and have only water and 
electrical hook-ups. 

Recently, the Wilderness Railroad was 
closed for rehab. A section of track near 
Pioneer Hall is being re-routed and the 
entire system is scheduled to go back into 
operation with the opening of River Coun- 
try, in early June. 

At the other end of Fort Wilderness, 
three seperate projects are well under- 
way. The major one is a new kennel facil- 
ity. Located near the Outpost Reception 
Center, the kennel will provide many ser- 
vices for our guest campers’ pets. Since a 
majority of residents at the Kal Kan Ken- 
nel at the T.T.C. belong to campers, this 
will ease the demand on their facility. It 
will also provide campers with access to 
their pets. 

The next major project is the relocation 
of the Tri-Circle-D-Ranch. . . moved due 
to River Country. The Ranch is where all 
of our Walt Disney World horses are kept, 
including the working horses on Main 
Street. The new location is along Vista 
Boulevard just east of the Outpost Recep- 
tion Center. This move will give the Ranch 
more room as well as more pasture. 


Due to all the construction in the Ranch 
area, its animal tenants have been cut way 
back. Currently, only the Main Street 
working horses are being cared for at the 
Ranch. The trail ride saddle horses have 
been put to pasture for the season. 

The last project is the construction of 
additional parking spaces at the entrance 
to Fort Wilderness. With River Country on 
the way, many more spaces will be 
needed soon. This construction is visible 
from Vista Boulevard as you pass Fort 
Wilderness.
